Governor Whitmer’s ex- 
tended Stay Home, Stay Safe 
executive order states that 
any individual able to med- 
ically tolerate a face cover- 
ing must wear a covering 
over his or her nose and 
mouth—such as a home- 
made mask, scarf, bandana, 
or handkerchief—when in 
any enclosed public space.

In addition to regularly 
washing your hands and 
practicing social distancing, 
follow this guidance for face 
masks: 

- Wear a face covering 
whenever you are in a pub- 
lic setting, especially when 
you may be near people, are 
caring for others, or are sick 
yourself. 

- Face coverings should be 
worn by everyone except - 
children under age 2, and 
anyone who has trouble 
breathing, is unconscious or 
otherwise unable to remove 
the mask without help.

One of the most surpris- 
ing things about Mother’s 
Day is that it took so long to 
get around to set aside a cel- 
ebratory day just for mom 
each year. In 1870, Julia 
Ward Howe wrote the 
“Mother’s Day Proclama- 
tion,” urging that a “general 
congress of women without 
limit of nationality” be ap- 
pointed to “promote the al- 
liance of the different 
nationalities.” Howe’s 
proclamation recognized 
women’s role and responsi- 
bility in shaping the direc- 
tion of society, but the idea 
of an actual Mother’s Day 
was another four decades in 
arriving. 

In May of 1908, Philadel- 
phian, Anna Jarvis, came 
up with the concept and 
even trademarked the 
phrase “Mother’s Day.” She 
was adamant about includ- 
ing the apostrophe so that 
the term was a singular pos- 
sessive - inspiring every 
family to honor their own 
mother rather than infer- 
ring a general celebration 
of motherhood. A few years 
later, in 1914, President 
Woodrow Wilson had the 
good sense to proclaim 
Mother’s Day a national 
holiday, designated as the 
second Sunday in May..

Paper Yard Waste bags are 
available locally at the Boyne 
Ace Hardware store and the 
Boyne Co-op store, or can be 
purchased elsewhere. Please 
only place leaves in the yard 
waste bags, as these bags are 
not designed to hold sticks, 
roots, sand, soil, or stones 
and will break when handled. 

Under City of Boyne City 
Ordinance you may not de- 
posit loose piles of leaves, or 
other yard waste, onto the 
streets. Loose material may 
wash into the city storm sew- 
ers causing flooding & pollu- 
tion of Lake Charlevoix 
and/or the Boyne River.

This lab was originally 
established as part of Michi- 
gan’s Regional Lab Network to 
conduct proficiency testing for 
biological threat agents. As 
funding for the program de- 
creased, the Health Depart- 
ment of Northwest Michigan 
shifted laboratory resources to 
address the regional need for 
water quality testing. Addition- 
ally, the lab provided testing of 
surface water for public beach 
programs in Northern Michi- 
gan and the Upper Peninsula. 
These changes were initiated in

“Tt is incredible that we iden- 
tified the need for rapid testing 
in our area and quickly ac- 
knowledged our capabilities to 
stand our lab up as a COVID-19 
lab. The Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan continu- 
ally put its full effort toward 
the project,” said Scott 
Kendzierski, Director of Envi- 
ronmental Health Services. 
“Now, just weeks later, we have 
a tremendous resource in 
Northern Michigan to quickly 
test and promptly take appro- 
priate public health actions to 
isolate infected individuals and 
reduce the spread of the dis- 
ease.

strained, we know that once 
these items are fully available 
our capabilities will increase to 
this potential. Utilizing the 
rapid testing device nearly 20 
tests a day can be reported out 
within minutes, and the high- 
volume unit will allow for an- 
other 48 to be reported out in 
less than 24 hours. 

“Having access to rapid test 
results allows us to intervene 
quickly when timing is critical, 
such as a potential case ina 
congregate living setting,” says 
Amanda Thompson, Director 
of Family Health Services at 
the Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan. 

The Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan has begun 
working with partner health 
departments in the region to 
develop a plan for the best use 
of these testing capabilities to 
prioritize testing of high risk 
groups such as those living in 
congregate settings and critical 
infrastructure workers that are 
directly supporting vulnerable 
populations.

is complete you will find 
smooth pavement.” In addi- 
tion the project will involve 
upgrades to intersection 
sidewalk ramps and some 
shoulder widening. Plans 
for the project are available 
for review on the City’s web- 
site, www.boynecity.com 

There will be temporary 
lane closures in the con- 
struction area during the 
project. No detours are an- 
ticipated. 

The $311,400 project is 
being funded using $135,000 
Federal Surface Transporta- 
tion Program (STP), 
$100,000 MDOT Economic 
Development Category D 
funds with the remainder 
being paid for by the City. 
There will be no additional 
charges to abutting prop- 
erty owners for the project. 
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Governor Gretchen Whit- 
mer today signed Executive 
Order 2020-65 to extend and 
clarify Executive Order 
2020-35, which ordered all 
K-12 school buildings to 
close for instructional pur- 
poses to students for the re- 
mainder of the school year, 
and provided continuity of 
learning infrastructure by 
setting guidelines for re- 
mote learning. In addition 
to continuing the actions 
taken in the previous exec- 
utive order, Executive 
Order 2020-65 also suspends 
in-person instruction of 
both the Great Start Readi- 
ness Program and early 
childhood programs for the 
reminder of the 2019-2020 
school year. GSRP is Michi- 
gan’s state-funded pre- 
school program. 

“A few weeks ago I made 
the difficult choice to close 
our school facilities for the 
remainder of the school 
year. I understand the 
tremendous impact this has 
placed on families, teach- 
ers, staff and students. It 
was not a decision I took 
lightly,” said Governor 
Whitmer. “I am so thankful 
for the tireless work of our 
frontline school employees 
who are working every day 
to ensure the continued ed- 
ucation of Michigan’s kids. 
Already, I have seen amaz- 


ing stories of teachers 
doing their part and work- 
ing hard to make sure their 
students have the resources 
they need. This order 
builds upon my previous 
order to ensure schools 
have the clear guidance 
they need to give Michigan 
students the best, most eq- 
uitable education possible 
from the safety of their 
homes.” 

Under the re-issued EO, 
school districts that run 
Great Start Readiness Pro- 
grams (GSRP) must also 
detail a plan on how the 
GSRP teaching team will 
engage with enrolled chil- 
dren and families as well as 
provide children and their 
families plans for the tran- 
sition from GSRP to kinder- 
garten. This outreach must 
include a virtual confer- 
ence with the family. 
Schools must begin imple- 
mentation of GSRP plans 
by May 7, 2020. 

Executive Order 2020-65 
suspends certain require- 
ments for teacher evalua- 
tions in light of the 
COVID-19 pandemic. Addi- 
tionally the order clarifies 
that some teachers with in- 
dividualized development 
plans will need to be pro- 
vided an annual year-end 
performance evaluation, 
but that administrators 


must only use data avail- 
able prior to the school clo- 
sures, in recognition of 
some limitations posed by 
COVID-19. The order also 
temporarily suspends cer- 
tain requirements that dis- 
tricts will not be able to 
fulfill due to the closure of 
school buildings for in- 
structional purposes, like 
mandatory fire, lockdown, 
and tornado drills. It also 
waives compulsory atten- 
dance requirements and 
truancy enforcement meas- 
ures for the remainder of 
2019-2020 school year. 

Like her previous order, 
all districts must ensure 
their plans are appropriate, 
equitable and accessible for 
students and families. Al- 
though each district’s plan 
will be different and repre- 
sent what is best for their 
students, the Continued 
Learning Plan (CoL) out- 
lined in the order requires 
schools to: 

- Include a description of 
the methods used to pro- 
vide alternative modes of 
instruction as well asa 
summary of materials, a 
description of methods to 
keep students at the center 
of education activities, a 
plan to deliver content in 
multiple ways to ensure ac- 
cess for all students, anda 
plan to manage and moni-

tor learning. 

- Include a budget outline 
estimating additional ex- 
penditures associated with 
the CoL Plan and sources 
of revenue to pay for those 
expenditures. 

- Provide a description of 
methods the district will 
use to notify pupils and 
parents or guardians of the 
CoL Plan. 

- Provide or arrange for 
continuation of food distri- 
bution to eligible pupils. 

- Continue to pay school 
employees while redeploy- 
ing staff to provide mean- 
ingful work in the context - 
Provide for evaluation of 
participation in the CoL 
Plan by pupils. 

- Provide mental health 
supports to pupils affected 
by a state of emergency or 
state of disaster prompted 
by COVID-19. 

- nclude a plan for early 
childhood services, includ- 
ing Great Start Readiness 
Program, compliant with 
guidance issued by the De- 
partment. 

Additionally, each dis- 
trict must have its plan ap- 
proved by their regional 
intermediate school district 
before being implemented. 
Public school academies 
must have their plans ap- 
proved by their authorizer. 
Districts can also partner 


with one another to create 
joint plans. 

School districts will have 
the flexibility to adopt a 
balanced calendar for the 
2019-2020 school year 
and/or to begin the 2020- 
2021 school year before 
Labor Day without having 
to seek additional approval. 
Teachers and school em- 
ployees will be paid for the 
remainder of the school 
year. Student teachers will 
still be able to get a tempo- 
rary certification and cur- 
rent teachers will still be 
able to get their certifica- 
tions renewed, even if they 
can’t meet all the require- 
ments due to COVID-19. 

All Michigan high school 
seniors will be given the op- 
portunity to graduate this 
year so that they may make 
a successful postsecondary 
transition. Additionally, all 
standardized tests previ- 
ously scheduled for the re- 
mainder of the school year, 
including the M-STEP and 
the SAT, will be canceled. 
There will be a date in Oc- 
tober for rising high school 
seniors to take the SAT and 
for other high school stu- 
dents to take the PSAT.

Food assistance for low-income college students enrolled in career and technical education programs 


Close to 90,000 low-income 
college students in Michigan 
who are enrolled in career or 
technical education pro- 
grams are eligible to receive 
food assistance benefits 
through a new State of Michi- 
gan initiative effective this 
week. 

The Michigan departments 
of Health and Human Serv- 
ices (MDHHS) and Labor and 
Economic Opportunity (LEO) 
announced the change to 
combat rising food insecurity 
among students, exacerbated 
by COVID-19. 

“Hunger was a problem for 
students before COVID-19, 
and it is a far greater chal- 
lenge today,” said MDHHS 
Director Robert Gordon. “Be- 
cause of this policy change, 
thousands of students will no 


longer need to choose be- 
tween dropping out of school 
and getting critical food aid. 
The change will help Michi- 
gan students put food on the 
table in today’s crisis, it will 
help Michigan be more com- 
petitive economically as the 
economy recovers.” 

Until now, college students 
enrolled in qualifying Career 
and Technical Education 
(CTE) programs who at- 
tended school at least half- 
time could not qualify for the 
Supplemental Nutrition As- 
sistance Program (SNAP), 
even if they met income eligi- 
bility requirements, unless 
they fell into certain cate- 
gories such as working at 
least 20 hours per week, car- 
ing for a child, or being un- 
able to work. Due to 


COVID-19, many students 
have lost their jobs, and as a 
result, they have lost their 
SNAP eligibility through no 
fault of their own. 

With the change this week, 
college students will be eligi- 
ble for SNAP if they meet in- 
come and other program 
requirements and are en- 
rolled at least half-time in an 
occupational program that 
leads to employment under 
the Strengthening Career and 
Technical Education for the 
Twenty-First Century Act of 
2018 known as Perkins V. 

Currently, the Perkins 
Postsecondary CTE Program 
provides funding to 28 com- 
munity colleges, three public 
universities and one tribal 
college to support pathways 
to high-wage, high-skilled 


and in-demand careers that 
require less than a bachelor’s 
degree. 

Those institutions offer 
more than 3,600 qualifying 
programs, offering a certifi- 
cate or associates degree to 
careers in fields such as in- 
formation technology, health 
care, hospitality and manu- 
facturing. There are 88,458 
students enrolled in these 
programs in Michigan. Some 
of those students may al- 
ready be receiving food assis- 
tance benefits, while others 
will become eligible for this 
new opportunity. 

“Supporting CTE students, 
particularly during the 
COVID-19 pandemic, not only 
helps them upskill for in-de- 
mand jobs, it also helps 
Michigan employers fill criti- 


cal job openings that support 
our economic future,” said 
LEO Director Jeff Donofrio. 

In order to qualify, stu- 
dents must meet all require- 
ments of the Food Assistance 
Program, which Michigan 
administers to distribute fed- 
eral SNAP benefits. 

For anyone currently en- 
rolled in a Perkins program 
with an existing food assis- 
tance case who has experi- 
enced a loss of income, their 
MDHHS caseworker will de- 
termine Perkins program sta- 
tus to ensure the benefits are 
correct. 

Any Perkins student who 
wants to apply for food assis- 
tance should provide docu- 
mentation from their school 
that outlines their major and 
program or course of study 


to assist in determining their 
eligibility for SNAP. Exam- 
ples could include a proof of 
registration and a document 
showing their major, pro- 
gram, or course of study. A 
caseworker will use that in- 
formation to determine eligi- 
bility.

Verification of enroll- 
ment in a Perkins program 
must be provided by the stu- 
dent or may be requested 
from the postsecondary insti- 
tution.

Today, 
we will begin reporting a 
few additional pieces of 
data on our COVID-19 Data 
Dashboard, including total 
number of recovered cases 
across our jurisdiction and 
by county, as well as two 
new map visualizations to 
display total number of con- 
firmed and probable cases 
by zip code and by county. 

Dr. Josh Meyerson, 
Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan Med- 
ical Director, shares, “infor- 
mation about recoveries 
from COVID-19 has been 
highly requested by resi- 
dents. We are excited to be 
at a place where we can 
share recovered case counts 
and respond to these infor- 
mation requests. The num- 
ber of recoveries across our 
four counties is evidence 
that staying home, and so- 
cial distancing efforts are 
working to reduce the 


spread of COVID-19, while 
ensuring our health care 
systems have the capacity to 
help residents safely re- 
cover.” 

Consistent with the 
Michigan Department of 
Health and Human Services 
(MDHHS), our health de- 
partment is reporting re- 
covered cases as the 
number of persons with a 
confirmed COVID-19 diag- 
nosis who are alive 30 days 
post-onset of symptoms (or 
referral date if onset is not 
available). If an individual 
dies from a COVID-related 
cause more than 30 days 
from onset-date, they are re- 
moved from the number of 
persons recovered. Our 
health department team is 
reviewing vital records sta- 
tistics to identify recovered 
cases. 

Confirmed and probable 
cases were previously re- 
ported on the dashboard in

i of Northwest Michigan

Governor Whitmer Extends Executive Order 
limiting places of public accommodation 


Governor Gretchen Whit- 
mer signed Executive Order 
2020-69 which extends her pre- 
vious order that temporarily 
closes certain places of public 
accommodation such as the- 
aters, bars, casinos, and more. 
In order to maintain social dis- 
tancing the order also limits 
restaurants to carry-out and 
delivery orders. 

“Although we are beginning 
to see the curve flatten, we are 
not out of the woods yet. We 
must all continue to be dili- 
gent, observe social distancing 
and limit in-person interac- 
tions and services to slow the 
spread of COVID-19,” said 
Governor Whitmer. “Michigan 
now has more than 40,000 
cases of COVID-19. The virus 
has killed more Michiganders 
than we lost during the Viet- 
nam war. Extending this order 
is vital to the health and safety 
of every Michigander. If we 
work together and do our part, 
we can help reduce the spread 
of COVID-19 and save lives.” 

This order does not restrict 
a place of business from offer- 
ing food and beverage using 
delivery service, window serv- 
ice, walk-up service, drive- 


through service, or drive-up 
service. Places of public ac- 
commodation are encouraged 
to offer food and beverage 
service in one or more of 
those ways and use precau- 
tions to mitigate potential 
transmission of COVID-19, in- 
cluding social distancing and 
wearing as face covering. 
Restaurants may allow five 
people inside at a time to pick 
up orders, so long as they stay 
six feet apart from each other. 

These restrictions do not 
apply to the following loca- 
tions: office buildings, grocery 
stores, markets, food pantries, 
pharmacies, drug stores, and 
providers of medical equip- 
ment and supplies, health care 
facilities, residential care facil- 
ities, congregate care facili- 
ties, and juvenile justice 
facilities, warehouse and dis- 
tribution centers, and indus- 
trial and manufacturing 
facilities. 

Executive Order 2020-69 is 
effective immediately and ex- 
tends until May 28. The latest 
information is available at 
Michigan.gov/Coronavirus 
and CDC.gov/Coronavirus.

Fuelwood season will 
begin May 1, a month later 
than usual, because of 
statewide Department of 
Natural Resources office clo- 
sures due to the COVID-19 
virus. 

DNR staff recommends 
that you visit the site where 
you plan to cut before apply- 
ing for a permit. The quality 
and quantity of dead wood 
varies by location. Current 
maps of areas where cutting 
will be allowed are available 
online. The permit form is at 
Michigan.gov/Fuelwood. 
Print it, complete it, and 
carry it with you when you 
are cutting wood. If you have 
already submitted an appli- 
cation and payment, your 
check will be returned to you 
along with your permit. Per- 
mits are good for 90 days 
after they’re issued; all per- 
mits expire Dec. 31 regard- 
less of issue date. 

Check fuelwood maps to 
make sure the area where 
you plan to cut is open for fu- 
elwood. Permits are for use 
on designated state forest 
land in the Upper Peninsula 
and the northern Lower 
Peninsula. Permits allow for 
collection of up to five stan- 
dard cords of wood per 
household. Wood is for per- 
sonal use only and cannot be 
resold or traded. Wood must 
be dead and down within 200 
feet of a road. No off-road 
use of vehicles is permitted 
to gather wood. 

Permits normally cost $20 
each; 2020 permits are free 
due to the effect of the 
COVID-19 virus on DNR staff 
availability. The DNR will as- 
sess the situation for 2021 
after this fuelwood season 
has ended. Local DNR cus- 
tomer service centers and 
management unit offices are 
currently closed due to 
statewide measures against 
COVID-19. Staff is available 
by telephone.

East Jordan adopts budget

At their regular meeting held last 
Tuesday via Zoom, the East Jordan 
City Commission adopted the City 
budget for the fiscal year starting 
July 1, 2020. City Administrator Tom 
Cannon commented that due to the 
COVID-19 restrictions, the City will 
be watching their revenues and ex- 
penses very closely. Cannon feels the 
focus should be on monitoring fi- 
nances monthly to see how things are 
coming. He explained the City will 
see the biggest impact on money 
from State revenue sharing as well as 


Act 51 gas tax money. Cannon noted 
the City will “tighten the belt” wher- 
ever possible. The property tax rate 
of 17.7953 mills will remain un- 
changed from last year. 

In other business, Commissioners 
authorized the City Treasurer to ac- 
cept partial payments of property 
taxes and special assessments for the 
2020 tax year. Property owners will 
still need to pay any interest and 
penalties associated with the past 


due amounts. 


Additionally, Commissioners intro- 
duced an ordinance to amend the 
City Zoning Code that regulates du- 


plex dwellings in an effort to provide 
for relatively small and less expen- 
sive types of housing, as well asa 
broader range of housing choices. 
Zoning Administrator for the City, 
Jonathan Scheel informed the Com- 
mission that he is working on other 
amendments and potential rezonings 
for the City. 

The next regular Commission 
meeting is scheduled for 7 p.m., Tues- 
day, May 19, 2020 and will again be 


held virtually via Zoom whereby so-

“Bobcat tracks in the snow. 
Tell me, Mister Bobcat, where is it that you go?”

The smallest wild cats in 
the Mitten State are enig- 
matic and elusive animals. 
Here are some amazingly 
awesome attributes of those 
beautiful, bob-tailed bandits, 
the bobcats: 


The Name Game: The 
bobcats scientific name is 
Lynx rufus. The genus Lynx 
originates from an Indo-Eu- 
ropean term meaning 
“light” and was bestowed on 
bobcats and other members 
of the lynx family because of 
their reflective, luminescent 
eyes. The Latin rufus means 
red and refers to the cat’s 
reddish-brown fur. They 
were first described by Ger- 
man naturalist, Johann 
Schreber, in 1777. The origin 
of the common name is un- 
doubtedly the cat’s stubby, 
bobbed tail. Other monikers 
around the U.S. include red 
lynx, bay lynx, bobtailed cat, 
and wildcat. 


Sizing Them Up: Of the 
three wild cat species found 
in Michigan — the others 
being cougars and Canadian 
lynx - bobcats are by far the 
most common. They’re also 
more diminutive, and on av- 
erage are about twice the 
size of a house cat. Adult 
Lynx rufus range from 30-50 
inches long, with 6-inch 
bobbed tails, and tip the 
scales at up to 30 pounds. 
Males are larger than their 
female counterparts by an 
average of 10 pounds. 


Eclectic Eaters: Where a 
northern bobcat population 
lives — in Michigan or fur- 
ther north in Canada — dic- 
tates what their main food 
source will be. Cottontail

Population Parameters:. 
According to MDNR wildlife 
biologist, Adam Bump, accu- 
rately estimating bobcat 
numbers in Michigan is a 
difficult task. He did say that 
furbearer statistics suggest 
the number of these cats is 
stable and added that, “One 
thing most Michiganders 
don’t realize is that bobcats 
are found in every county of 
our state!” Indeed, the bob- 
cat is classified as a Least 
Concern animal on the In- 
ternational Union for Con- 
servation of Nature (IUCN) 
scale. 


Fabulous Feets: Amaz- 
ingly, bobcats have been ob- 
served to jump as high as 
12-feet. In a Superman com- 
parison, if an adult male 
human had that capability, 
he’d be able to launch him- 
self to the top of a 6-story 
building in a single bound! 
Bobcats can also motor at up 
to 35 miles per hour. That’s 
needed acceleration when 
you're in the business of 
running down rabbits. 


Mating Matters: In 
Michigan, bobcats breed 
from winter into spring, 
with most of the mating 
taking place in February 
and March. Litter size 
ranges from one to six with 
two to four being most 
common. The gestation 
period is 60 days. The female 
raises the kittens alone 
which are blind at birth and 
each weigh only as much as 
acan of beer. The young, 
sometimes called bob- 
kittens, wean at about two 
months. They grow quickly 
and are able to hunt on their 
own by autumn and in most 


cases disperse soon after. In 
Michigan, however, the bob- 
kittens have been known to 
hang with their protective 
mother until the next 
spring. 


Plenty of Pads: Bobcats 
have one main den in their 
territory and prefer that to 
be a cave or deep crevice 
under a rock. This is their 
“natal den” which they fill 
with dead plants for bedding 
in preparation for the birth 
of the young. Several addi- 
tional abodes are con- 
structed and are spread out 
through the territory and 
may include hollow logs, 
rock formations, and 
clumped bushes. For fe- 
males, the extra shelters are 
especially helpful. To throw 
predators off the little ones’ 
scent, mother bobcats move 
their bob-kittens from one 
den to the next on a regular 
basis. 


Predation on the young is 
common with those wily 
coyotes being the biggest 
culprits. Cannibalism also 
occurs when wandering 
adult bobcats, usually males, 
prey on the helpless infants. 
Fully-grown bobcats have 
few natural predators. How- 
ever, cougars are known to 
kill bobcats that tread on 
their territory. 


Tuff and Ruff Relatives: 
While bobcats are members 
of the lynx family, that com- 
mon name is more generally 
associated with the Cana- 
dian lynx. On the surface, 
these two felines look some- 
what alike as both are mid- 
sized cats with stumpy tails 
and hairy tuffs at the tips of 
their pointed ears. A distinc- 
tive feature of both species 
is a fluffy “ruff” of fur that 
protrudes from either side of 
the face. Differences be- 
tween the two include the 
Canadian lynx being slightly 
bigger with longer limbs, 
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larger feet, and longer ear 
tuffs. Another distinct dis- 
crepancy is that bobcats 
have short, reddish-brown 
coats with well-defined spots 
while lynx are grayer, shag- 
gier, and have faded spots. 
Their posteriors also differ 
as the bobcat displays black 
bands on its tail whereas a 
lynx’s tail sports only a 
solid, black tip. Because 
they’re found further north, 
Canadian lynx have en- 
larged paws that act like 
snowshoes, enabling them to 
hunt more stealthily in the 
deep snow. 


Happy Hybrids: Bobcats 
and lynx are genetically 
very similar. Over the past 
several years a handful of 
confirmed hybrids have 
turned up in the northern 
US. The result is an animal 
with the bobcat’s general 
build, a combination of col- 
ors from both species, and 
the larger ear tuffs of a lynx. 
Using the now popular port- 
manteaux names bestowed 
on hybrid animals it’s 
dubbed a blynx! 


Crepuscular Creatures: 
Known as the, “cats of the 
shadows” bobcats are rarely 
seen during daylight and are 
much more active at dawn 
and dusk. In ecological 
terms animals who favor 
these low-light conditions 
are called crepuscular. Bob- 
cats usually wake up three 
hours before sunset and 
then go back to sleep around 
midnight; they rise again 
roughly an hour before 
dawn. In the early morning, 
the felines return to their 
slumber. When food gets 
scarcer in our cold northern 
winters, however, bobcats 
tend to change their sched- 
ules and spend more time 
tracking down prey in broad 
daylight. They’re persistent 
in this quest and have been 
known to travel as far as 
eight miles while hunting. 


Beautiful Bobcats 


Nine Lives? Afraid Not: 
Life in Northern Michigan 
forests can be hard as the 
average bobcat only survives 
to be six or seven years old. 
Specimens reaching 12 years 
in the wild are documented 
as are cats surviving toa 
quarter century in captivity. 


Ranging Rascals: Grace- 
ful and stealthy, bobcats are 
extraordinary hunters who 
can survive in many habi- 
tats. In Michigan the bobcat 
is an adaptable predator that 
inhabits wooded areas, for- 
est edges, and swampland 
environments. Like most 
cats, they’re largely solitary 
and territorial. Territory 
sizes vary greatly from 1 to 
20 square-miles in size with 
boundaries that the cats 
mark with deposits of urine 
and feces. Males rule over 
the largest home ranges 
while the fiercest territorial 
battles occur between 
adjacent females. 


Climbing Characters: 
Bobcats will often scurry for 
the safety of a nearby tree if 
threatened by a larger ani- 
mal. These frisky felines 
have also been known to 
pounce onto unwary prey 
from overhanging tree 
limbs. 


Caching Cats: Bobcats 
can’t always consume their 
victims in one meal. In these 
cases, they’ll bury portions 
and will return periodically 
to dig up their leftovers. 
This behavior is known as 
“caching,” Unfortunately, 
burying a corpse won’t as- 
sure that it won’t be discov- 
ered by other carnivores. 
Crows, eagles, coyotes, 
bears, and cougars will 
gladly raid a bobcat’s stash 
if the opportunity arises! 


Feisty Felines: In 
captivity bobcats tend to be 
much more aggressive than 
the larger lynx. In fact, some 
zookeepers call them the 
“spitfires of the animal 
kingdom!” None of our 
Michigan zoos currently 
house bobcats. Our buckeye- 
loving friends to the south, 
however, feature these 
felines at the Columbus and 
Cincinnati zoos. 


Precious Pets? In the 
1980’s the remains of a 
young bobcat were discov- 
ered in a 2000-year old man- 
made burial mound in 
western Illinois. It was part 
of a much larger burial site 
created by Native American 
groups in the Hopewell tra- 
dition. Scattered around its 
body were the beads of a 
necklace, which might have 
been used as a collar in life. 
Given these clues, some ex- 
perts speculate that the 
young bobcat was once a 
beloved pet! 


Those are a few fascinat- 
ing, fun facts about those 
fabulous felines known as 
bobcats. Hopefully, you’ ll 
steal a glimpse of one of 
these evasive and lovely 
creatures while exploring 
the woods and waters of the 
Wolverine State!
